I have been much Interested In the 
changes which have taken place in the 
color of eyes since civil war days. When 
the soldiers were demobilised after the 
civil war and after the world war they 
were carefully examined.

offer material for a fascinating study. 
Let me point out a few changes. 
In 
J865, Wisconsin had 533 blue-eyed per­ 
sons per thousand, and it now has 53». 
Michigan has dropped from 522 to 481, 
Connecticut from 476 to 465. New York. 
467 to 416; Illinois has increased ita 
proportion of blue-eyed persons from 447 
to 463, and Pennsylvania has Jumped 
from 31* to 4*1.

It is apparent that Wisconsin. Illinois 
and Pennsylvania have Increased their 
proportions of the Nordic races, while 
the other States mentioned have re­ 
ceived Into citisenshtp Increased num­ 
bers from southern and eastern Europe.
